Washington, July 20.—The resigna- 


taiou of the war portfolio has been 
tendered to the president by Secretary 
Alger. 
The resignation will become 


effective Aug. 1. though it was tendered 
"at the pleasure of the president." 


Gossip has begun already as to his 


successor, but is entirely speculative, 
[or notwithstanding the reports that 
Mr. Alger would not long continue at 
the head of the war department, his 
actual resignation came suddenly and 
unexpectedly. That it would come by 
the end of the year was generally be- 
lieved, but so little was it expected at 
this time that some of the cabinet of- 
ficers, when the news first became pub- 
lic, were inclined 
to regard the an- 


nouncement as premature, the an- 
nouncement that it was actually in 
hand coming to them in the nature of 
a surprise. Formal acceptance of the 
resignation will be made in a letter to 
be written by the president within the 
next day or two. 


No official statement as to the cause 


of the 
resignation 
was 
procurable 


either from the president or from Sec- 
retary Alger, neither of whom would 
talk on the subject. Nor is the letter 
of resignation obtainable at this time. 
For the present nothing will be made 
known officially concerning the sever- 
ance of the official relations between 
the president and his war minister, 
but later on the official correspondence.' 
closing the latter's career as chief of 
the war department, doubtless will be 
given to the press. 


The belief had prevailed in Wash- 


ington for some time thatSecretary Al- 
ger would resign from the cabinet, but 
the date generally set for it was toward 
the close of the year, after he had sub- 
mitted his a.nnual report, in which he 
intended to sum up what had been ac- 
complished during his brief but event- 
ful direction of the war department.
